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A Great Elevated 2 Meter Antenna for Public Service or Field Use 
By Pete Harris, KE6ZIW 


As a ham radio operator who does lots of public service events, at times as net-control, I’ ve been inter- 
ested in finding an effective 2 meter antenna for stationary purposes that is portable and can be easily 
brought to and set up in field locations, and has the following additional properties: It can be easily 
raised to a significant elevation for good reach, it is free standing without requiring other structures to 
attach to, it is omni-directional so it can communicate with a team of hams (or with multiple repeaters) 
that are spread out in all directions, and for ease of use, it doesn’t require any type of ground plane, ra- 
dials or metal surface below it. J think I found such an antenna! And it’s one | already had and didn’t 
realize could be used that way. 


Most hams who are familiar with the Buddipole antenna system think of it as a portable, modular, free 
standing, quick-to-set-up-anywhere, HF antenna-in-a-box (well...in a bag), that can be fairly easily con- 
figured to handle 10 through 40 meter bands (sometimes 80 meters) — one band at a time. And, that is 
probably the Buddipole’s main mission in life. However, I recently read about someone using standard 
Buddipole parts to configure a modified 2 meter J-pole antenna. To be honest, I didn’t even know what 
a J-pole antenna was. But this peaked my interest because I already had a Buddipole and most of the 
parts needed. 


In simple terms, I’ve learned that a classic J-pole is made of two vertical elements, one longer and one 
much shorter, with precisely defined lengths, that are parallel to each other and separated by a connect- 
ing piece close to the bottom with a specific small length. So, when it is set up it looks like the letter 
“J”. It needs to be fed at a specific mysterious point up the lengths of these 2 vertical elements. All 
these lengths and distances are determined by a set of somewhat complicated formulas. Sorry to the an- 
tenna technicians, but that’s as much as I understand about the J-pole antenna. Look it up on Google to 
get more technical info about the “classic” J-pole. 


But I’m not writing about the classic J-pole. I’m writing about a Buddipole modified 2 meter J-pole, 
which is extremely easy to put together and raise high up into the air with standard Buddipole parts. See 
the accompanying photos of this antenna. 


The parts that are needed are the following: 


The Buddipole tripod and telescoping mast (the 18 ft. “long mast” gets it well up into the air). 

The little Buddipole “‘versatee” (the central connecting unit that is fed by coax from the radio and 
attaches to and makes electric connections with the antenna elements). 

Two little Buddipole “rotating arm’ components that allow adjustment of the angles of the elements. 

Two Buddipole “standard” size telescopic whips (the elements). 

The RG58 Buddipole supplied coax (25ft or 50ft). The coax is connected so the red lead (positive) 
from the coax is on the side of the taller of the two J-pole whip elements. 


Three weight bags filled with gravel to stabilize the tripod by slinging each across one of the tripod’s 


three lateral support arms at the bottom of the tripod. This is the only part not supplied as part of a 
Buddipole package 
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The construction of the parts is quick and easy. In fact, except for screwing the J-Pole antenna part to 
the mast and tripod, the J-pole part can be done ahead of time at home. The construction of the J-pole 
part is as follows: Screw the 2 rotating arms into opposite sides of the versatee, with each pointing up. 
Screw each of the 2 whips into the top of each of the rotating arms. Pull one whip out to a length of 44 
Y%”. Pull the other whip out to a length of 15 5/8” (lengths are measured from the top of the rotating arm 
to the bottom of the red cap at the end of the whip). 


Since a public service event was coming up which was the perfect situation to experiment with such an 
antenna - the March of Dimes Walkathon in Pleasanton - I decided to use the occasion to give it a try. 
The day before the event I set up the Buddipole modified 2 meter J-pole antenna in my back yard to test 
it out. The SWR of this setup, without any further adjustment, was immediately between | and 1.2 over 
the entire 2 meter bandwidth (144MHz-148MHz) — this is excellent. I raised the mast to 18 ft. This 
SWR reading remained in pretty much the same frequency range. 


The results were great. I was able to easily reach a repeater that is about 22 miles from my Martinez 
home (147.045 — in the Sunol area), receiving a strong clear repeater voice ID signal back, with virtu- 
ally no noise. Then I tried reaching a repeater in the opposite direction that was 49 miles away from my 
home, around Woodland (146.970). The repeater voice ID signal back had a little noise, it deflected my 
S-meter about 1/3 of its scale, but was clear and understandable. 


The next day I set up this identical Buddipole modified 2 meter J- 
pole configuration at net control of the March of Dimes Walkathon 
in Pleasanton. We were using a simplex frequency and the mem- 
bers of our ham radio team were spread out in all directions using 
little hand held radios with rubber ducky antennas. It took place in 
the busy downtown area, with lots of buildings, other structures, 

* and traffic. The ham furthest from net control was about 4 miles 
away. The modified Buddipole J-pole did an amazing job. All 
could be heard on it clearly at the net control position, and net con- 
trol was heard by all. We also had a large Comm Van at net control 
with a 2 meter whip type antenna on the roof. The J-pole could 
pick up the ham furthest away on the hand held significantly better 
than the Comm Van antenna (probably because it wasn’t as high in 
the air as the J-pole). 


It must be said that there is a significant disadvantage to using this 
antenna. Buddipole packages cost between $300 - $500. This is not 
practical for someone who does not intend to also use the Buddi- 
pole for HF portable purposes. 


Other than the cost disadvantage, my conclusion is that the Buddipole modified 2 meter J-pole antenna 
is an outstanding choice for public service events, or other field or remote use, for stations that stay in 
one place, such as net control. The advantages of using this antenna include all the points I mentioned 
in the first paragraph of this article, in addition to low full-band SWR, good reach in all directions, and 
all the necessary parts (other than weight bags) fitting into a storage bag that is approximately three feet 
long. It is of course especially good for hams who already have a Buddipole for HF use, and don’t need 
to spend hundreds of dollars buying one. Page 6
